portS—mere guesses up or down, and 
not a single report has ever benefited 
a hundred farmers in the whole 
United States. 

The theory is that eotton prices are 
based on supply and demand. The 
reports of what the supply will be, a 
guess only of the depart- 
ment that the crop will be so many 
million acres, forecasts or guesses at 
the supply, which forms a basis for 
trading on the exchanges on the fu- 
tures market only. The price of the 
cotton that will be brought inte the 
market by the farmer in September or 
October, therefore, is fixed six or 
eight months in advance, with no au- 


thorized statement or guess as to the 


probable need of the mills or econsump- 
tion demand. If the department in 
their forecasts of probable 
amount of the erop would eoincident 
with this publish the requirements of 
the mills for the same period the 
traders on the exchanges would have 
some sentiment by which they could 
balance supply and demand in fixing 
It is a curious faet that the 
sentiment created on the price fixing 
exchanges of less volume of erop 
often lowers the price and when 
higher amounts are forecast, alwars 
lowers the price of cotton. This is 
absolutely the effect at the season 
that the farmers are marketing their 
cotton. A statement of a rain in 
Texas or a drought in Oklahoma cre- 
ates sentiment that changes the price 
up or down in cotton. 


We have three supposed primary 
cotton markets existing in the United 
States—New York, New Orleans and 
The prices of cotton each 
day on these exchanges vary so many 
cents per pound, yet the supply of 


-cotton is identical-at each location of 
ithe exchanges. 


he There are ten other 
United States law established cotton 
markets. The supply of cotton ex- 


| isting in the whole United States is 
, the same. at each, yet the prices of 


cotton at each is never the same. 

I deny the correctness of the almost 
universal impression that  eotton 
prices reflect under the law of supply 
and demand. The price of cotton in 


| buying from the farmer is dependent, 
not on the law of supply and demand. 
but on the charity and benevolence of 


the buyer. Can anyone wonder why 
the farmer is always a bankrupt with 
these facets before them?
